An MOTCP inquiry has been held 


into the future of BEACH 
HOUSE, WORTHING. 


Beach House is a Georgian house which the 
Town Council proposes to demolish in 
order to make way for a swimming bath. 
The Minister ordered an inquiry into the 
question whether he should direct the West 
Sussex County Council to submit an Order 
restricting the demolition or whether the 

Minister himself could make the Order. 
Beach House estate was purchased by the 
Worthing Corporation 20 years ago. 

Mr. E. G. Townsend, Town Clerk of 
Worthing, said that no one would contend 
that Beach House was a building of his- 
toric interest, so they were left with a section 
of the Town and Country Planning Act 
which dealt with buildings of special archi- 
tectural interest. It was the contention of 
the Town Council that Beach House was 
not in that class and was just an ordinary 
type of Georgian property. 

Alderman J. A. Mason, a member of the 
Worthing Town Council, said if the Minister 
made an Order the council could defy it, 
because of the council’s decision to demolish 
the house before the Act came into force. 
Mr. J. L. Denman, of the Brighton and 
Hove Regency Society, expressed the view 
that the house exceptional artistic 
merit, and he would go so far as to say 
that it had some historic value even though: 
that value might be local.

FRANK LLOYD WRIGHT’S EARLY TRAINING. [From In the Nature of Materials, by Henry- 
Russell Hitchcock (Paul Elek Ltd.).| When Wright came to Chicago in the spring of 1887, it was with 
Silsbee that he first found work, anonymously and without dependence on his family connection, 
since it was against his Uncle Jenkin’s will that he had left the University of Wisconsin. Wright was 
already a draughtsman of exquisite delicacy and precision. He had then had only two years of 
professional training in the Engineering School under Dean Conover. As he was also employed in 
Conover’s private office, however, these two years had given him well-rounded introduction to the 
practice of building. At this time Conover was supervising the Science Building at the University, 
by H. GC. Koch of Milwaukee, and also building the Chemistry Building. The former was a clumsy, 
though not undignified, monument of red brick and stone of rather rudimentary Richardsonian 
character ; the latter was a structure of the barest functional design in the local yellow brick. Other 
aspects of Wright’s earlier education may seem now more important. Wide reading in general 
literature had been encouraged by the Transcendental background of both his parents. His mother 
had surrounded him in childhood with pictures of great buildings ; while his father had nourished 
his passion for great music. His contract with the artistic content of the Froebel kindergarten method 
had come well beyond kindergarten age and was, therefore, more formative. Finally, intelligent 
study of such great nineteenth century architectural books as Ruskin’s Stones of Venice, and Viollet-le- 


Duc’s Dictionnaire, had given him a critical background. Such broad culture was perhaps of little 


interest to prospective employers.

MOW has published its 


SUMMARY REPORT for 1947. 


The report shows that the Ministry issued 
building licences to a total value of over 
£198 million, of which nearly £140 million 
was for industrial and commercial building 
and £17 million for war damage repairs other 
than to houses. Prosecutions by local 
authorities for offences against building 
regulations were successful in 276 cases, in- 
volving fines totalling over £130,000. 


. Another 178 cases in which fines amounted 


to £22,466 were dealt with by the Director 
of Public Prosecutions and the Crown Office. 
Over a million operatives were employed in 
the building and civil engineering industries 
during 1947. During the year 32,507 build- 
ing and civil engineering craftsmen passed 
out of Government training centres, making 
50,276 since the training scheme began. 


A Bill to provide funds for the 
NATIONAL THEATRE has been 


introduced in the House of Commons. 
The Bill proposes to provide from public 

nds a substantial part of the capital cost 
of the National Theatre which is to be built 
on the south bank of the Thames. The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer announced in 
March that on condition that the LOC pro- 
vided a suitable site 1t was proposed that 
the Treasury should make a contribution not 
exceeding £1 million towards the cost of 
building the theatre. The actual amount 
will depend on the total contribution which 
may have become available from other 
sources by the time it is possible to begin 
building the theatre, which is unlikely to be 
within the lifetime of the present Parliament.

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THE LABOURER AND HIS HIRE 


O™ aspect of the recent correspondence in the JouRNAL 
arising out of the series Round the Table, is of such 
importance that it is worth while giving it some 
consideration. This is the payment of architects. The corre- 
spondence generally discussed a real or exaggerated antagonism 
between the private practitioner and the public employee. 
One of the arguments presented by the latter is that the 
community is able to receive professional services at a lower 
rate through the establishment of architectural departments 
within the local authorities to carry out most or all of the 
architectural work they require. 
Looking at the matter a little more broadly, however, two or 
three questions arise. Are these economies resulting in a medi- 
ocre product—it is this aspect that has received most atten- 
tion—secondly are the services of the architect recognized as 
being significant and is his professional advice accepted and 
respected, and, thirdly, is the architect adequately compensated 
for his work by way of remuneration and acknowledged status? 
The first of these questions is the subject of perennial discussion 
and will not be laboured here. With regard to the second, 
despite lip service by several distinguished Ministers, and 
frequent references to the judgment of posterity upon contem- 
porary building for its quality as well as quantity, there is 
but little evidence that the architect is recognized as an 
essential contributor to any building project. Architects are 
the least publicized and the least recognized of professional 
men. While the private client was the well nigh universal 
patron, to point out that the architect could positively save 
money by protecting the unsuspecting client from dishonest 
builders may have been sufficient to encourage his employment. 
It is so no longer. It must be made clear that architects 
add something to the well-being of the nation and its people 
that is a part of civilized existence. 
The third question, as to whether the architect is adequately 
remunerated for his work is relatively easily answered but 
to find a remedy is not so simple. There is no doubt that 
even at the full RIBA scale, and he must be a very well- 
known or well-established architect who can charge more, the 
architect with a moderate practice who is conscientious and 
attends personally to the work that he undertakes must find 
it very difficult to make ends meet. For the man who under- 
takes work as a private practitioner for local authorities on 
such work as housing the difficulties are greatly increased. The 
familiar argument that the same percentage is still adequate 
as building costs have also risen is to neglect the very consider- 
able additional duties the architect is called upon to perform. 
The complex negotiations and labours attending obtain- 
ing licences, materials, planning consents and now a number 
of new responsibilities arising from the 1947 Planning Act, 


“were none of them envisaged when the original percentage 


was determined. It is true that for lesser contracts, the scale 
of fees has recently been somewhat increased by the RIBA. 
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This is all to the good, but the grossly inequitable “agreements 
for local authority work still remain. 

The architect who is not prepared, and none should be, to 
accept stock and shop solutions for housing work inevitably 
finds that he suffers financially as a result. 

The inevitable rejoinder is that any increase in fees will result 
in less work being given to private practitioners, and much 
work, at present in the hands of architects, being built without 
their benefit. If the RIBA can convince Ministers, especially 
the Minister of Health who has many times expressed an 
appreciation of the importance of architects, that cut-price 
payment is a false policy, and can at the same time stimulate 
public appreciation of the architect’s role, there is no doubt 
that architects would be able to give of their best, secure in 
the knowledge that by giving if they would not be endan- 


gering their livelihood.

WIDENING HORIZONS 

The oldest dormitory at Harvard 
University dates from 1720 and almost 
every period and style since that date is 
represented round the campus except 
contemporary building. The gap is now 
to be filled. Harvard has commissioned 
Walter Gropius (for ten years chairman 
of the university’s own Department of 
Architecture) and his firm, the Archi- 
tects’ Collaborative (TAC), to build 
new graduate dormitories and Com- 
mons Hall. TAC consists of seven 
young ex-students of Harvard in addi- 
tion to the master himself. I don’t 
know much about their architectural 
achievements, but I have seen a very 
interesting system of timber “ ready 
cut” panels for small house building 
which the firm has worked out. This 


will, however, not be used in the new 
Harvard buildings, which are to be 
faced with brick and cast stone to “ pre- 
serve the homogeneous aspect of the 
university.”

News from another American univer- 
sity is contained in a bulletin I have just 
received from Yale, announcing that 
visiting critics have recently been 
appointed to the School of Architec- 
ture to supervise problems in ad- 
vanced architectural design.

This would seem to suggest one of two 
things; either that when a student becomes a 
practising architect, “rationalization” and 
“integration” are forgotten under pressure 
from lack of time, money and taste on the 
part of the client; or that there is something 
lacking in an educational system which 
leaves the poor student to face the harsh 
realities of life in practice unprepared by

In Parliament 


At question time in the House of Com- 
mons, Mr. R. De la Bere (Con.—Evesham) 
protested about the exclusion of the press 
from zonal conferences, which consider the 
allocation of building labour and materials 
between the various local authorities. He 
called upon the Minister of Works, Mr. 
C. W. Key, to remove this disability from 
press representatives. 

Mr. Key replied that zonal conferences 
were in no sense public meetings. The press 
did not attend inter-departmental meetings 
held for the transaction of official busi- 
ness, and these meetings were of the same 
type. He saw no reason to change the 
practice. 

Mr. De la Bere: Do not these conferences 
bring out many of the reasons for the almost 
unbelievable slowness in building? Surely 
the public has a right to know what these 
reasons are, and surely the whole object is 
defeated if the conferences are kept secret? 

Mr, Key remained unconvinced. He did 
not consider that the kind of discussions 
which took place at zonal conferences could 
be adequately and properly carried out in 
public. 

Mr. De la Bere said that in view of the 
unsatisfactory nature of the Minister’s reply 
he would raise the matter again. 

Another question to the Works Minister 


- concerned the flooring in the new chamber 


of the House of Commons. Brigadier R. 
Rayner (Con.—Totnes) asked if it was the 
intention to use Palmerstoni Endriana, other- 
wise known as Australian walnut, and Mr. 
Key said he understood that the architect 
did propose to use this type of wood for the 
flooring. Amid laughter, Brigadier Rayner 
then asked: “Is the Minister aware that 
about every fiftieth plank of this otherwise 
excellent hardwood develops a most fright- 
ful smell, and will he, entirely in the in- 
terests of the House, see that every plank is 
carefully examined before being put in? 

Mr. Key: “I am sure those concerned will 
do that.” 

Mr. A. C. Bossom (Con.—Maidstone) 
questioned the Board of Trade about the 
United States offer, made in the early part 
of this year, to provide our builders with the 
timber for 10,000 houses without payment 
for five or six years. 

Why had the offer been refused, he asked. 
Mr, A, G. Bottomley, Secretary for Over- 
seas Trade: “Because acceptance of the 
offer would merely have established an 
eventual dollar liability which we could not 
afford.” 

Mr. C. W. Dumpleton (Lab.—St. Albans) 
asked the Minister of Health if, in view of 
the present costs of building, it was intended 
to amend the Small Dwellings Acquisition 
Act so as to raise the limit on the price of 
houses on which borrowers might obtain 
loans under the Act. 

Mr. Aneurin Bévan said that this matter 
was under consideration in connection with 
the housing bill to be introduced during this 
session. 
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The preliminary regional plan for 
Copenhagen illustrated on these 
pages was prepared by an Advisory 
Committee of the Danish Town- 
Planning Institute under the chair- 
manship of Steen Eiler Rasmussen. 
It proposes a planning pattern 
that has not been advocated in 
any planning schemes in_ this 
country and is of considerable 
interest for this reason.

AN OUTLINE REGIONAL 


the growth of the city 


For two hundred years from 1650, when King Christian IV 
finished his activities until 1850, the shape of Copenhagen 
hardly changed. The city was bounded on all sides by 
tarthworks and fortifications and through it flowed an arm of 
the sea making it in the seventeenth century, as today, an 
mportant harbour. Within these fortifications the city grew, 
and by the middle of the nineteenth century was beginning 
fo spread beyond them. On the map of 1880 ribbon develop- 
ment can be seen along the roads leading from the city, 
While beyond the chain of lakes that girdled Copenhagen 
Outside the walls to the north and west, scattered houses 
Were appearing. From 1530 to 1850 in all important respects 

Street plan remained the same, though two disastrous 
fires in the eighteenth century, in 1728 and 1795, and another 
following the bombardment, by Nelson, of 1807, destroyed 
Virtually the whole of the old town. For several centuries

since the sixteenth century the town found enough room to 
grow within the old fortified line independently of the city 
walls. The direction given to the development of the city 
by King Christian IV guided its growth through the following 
two centuries, at least on the western side, while on the 
eastern side dredging and filling provided sites for naval and 
harbour establishments. 


Copenhagen today 


Lying on the east coast of Denmark the city could develop 
only north and westwards; to the south a great bay forms 
a boundary, while to the south-east across the strip of sea 
that provides Copenhagen with its harbours on the large 
island of Amager is the eastern part of the city. To the 
north is rolling wooded country, the natural recreation 
areas for the population, and to the west the fertile plain of 
central Denmark stretches right across the country. Here is 
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stretching out into the open country. 


the country’s major industry, agriculture. Of Denmark’s tota} 
population of four million, the Copenhagen region today has 
one million, one hundred thousand inhabitants, and is still 
increasing in numbers. This intense concentration of popula- 
tion in so small a country, more than a quarter of the people 
living in one city, has been the subject of much vigorous 
discussion, from economic, sociological and strategic points 
of view. In the absence of a national plan, or, indeed, the 
data upon which to base such a plan, such discussion is 
inevitably inconclusive. For the purposes of the regional 
plan, therefore, current population estimates by statistical 
departments have been accepted as basic assumptions. 
According to these estimates, the city will continue to grow 
to an arbitrarily assumed limit of one and a half millions. 
The planning commission considered it desirable to prepare 
proposals, not only for this maximum population, but also 
for an intermediate stage of 1,300,000. 


what kind of extension ? 


To accommodate the increasing population and provide 
space for those who would be evicted from the existing city 
as a result of internal improvements and re-planning, the 
first decision the Commission had to make was on the form 
of the future development of the region. The following pro- 
posals were examined: (1) To allow the city to grow as 
it had been growing up to the present, fill in gaps, extend 
the periphery, and expand the city to the south-east on 
Amager island; (2) To extend the city as a coastal strip 
northwards to the town of Elsinore, including and expanding 
several existing small towns, thus utilising the natural advan- 
tages of the coast line; (3) To build a number of satellites, 
some as entirely new towns, others through the extension of 
existing towns, each to have an eventual population of 
30,000. These satellites would be semi-independent and sited

487. This last suggestion was the one adopted by the 
Commission. 


the general proposals 


The Commission considered that no scheme would be 
acceptable that failed to take into account the natural growth 
of the existing city. An urban development of centralized 
Continental type should not be forced by planning into 
another mould, and the report indicates that the Commission 
paid consideration to the possibility that planning ideas of 
today may not continue to be acceptable over the long period 
through which Copenhagen will continue to develop. They 
were unwilling, therefore, to impose a new pattern on the 
region, preferring to expand satisfactory features of the exist- 
ing deyelopment, and ameliorate the unsatisfactory features. 
The possible extension of Copenhagen is, of course, limited 
in direction by its location on the coast, a sector of 120 
degrees only being available for further growth. 

The Commission’s proposals are based, first of all, on stop- 
ping any further concentric growth, this necessity being 
regarded as cardinal, and then by establishing further 
suburban traffic routes, only two existing at present, enlarging 
the area in which travelling time to and from work will 
not exceed forty-five minutes. Thus a series of “ fingers ” 
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stretching westwards into the country, with industrial zones 
at the roots of the fingers (see diagram on page 488), were 
established. Another diagram on page 488 shows the forty- 
five minute zones. Between those built-up areas, with their 
own industries, residential areas and community buildings, the 
country will penetrate deeply into the enlarged city. Parallel 
with the new suburban railways, a new system of wider roads 
is planned, free of intersections with local roads. These trunk 
roads skirting the edge of each finger will be linked by a ring 
road at the periphery of the present city.’ These roads will 
carry not only long-distance traffic, but also that from the 
new station developments. Eventually with the re-planning 
of the old city, the new road system will be extended to the 
centre with additional ring connections. 

The type of development proposed will permit easy access 
to the country from the new wedges, greatly extending the 
edge of the city, which will all be in close contact with the 
countryside. At the same time new woods are to be planted 
and the facilities for sea-bathing developed to the south-west, 
to encourage the extension in this direction. The north is 
already well wooded and at present forms the natural recrea- 
tion area for the inhabitants. 


the harbour 


Communications between the mainland and Amager island 
are at present seriously interrupted by the layout of the 
harbour and port facilities. While all vessels arrive from 
the east, the port extends the whole length of the Straits. 
The plan suggests great extension of the port to the south, 
with an entrance from that side, separated from the northern 
part by bridges and locks, providing improved communica- 
tions between island and mainland, and avoiding the present 
mutual interruption of sea and land traffic. 


industry 


The existing industrial zone is regarded as being well’ sited, 
roughly forming a ring along the only existing circular rail 
way. It is not proposed to re-site any of these industries; 
indeed, they are considered to accord very well with the 
new proposals. 

Eventually there will be two industrial rings, the present 
one and a new one at the roots of the “ fingers.” The latter 
will be extensive and specially equipped; there will be addi- 
tional smaller industrial units located round the new rail 
communications in the “fingers” themselves. Thus distri- 
buted between the various sections of the city, there will 
be excellent communication between industry and the town 
as a whole. The highly-organized traffic system and the loca- 
tion of industry suggested should put within easy reach of 
all the inhabitants a reasonable choice of employment and 
all the other facilities of a capital city. 
urban sub-divisions 

The residential group of 1-2,000 persons is regarded :as 
the most important as well as the basic unit. At this level 
it is possible to provide a number of “ home extensions,” 
such as kindergartens, nursery schools, playing fields, clubs, 
and a certain number of shops. The largest unit, the “* dis- 
trict,” is described as a natural development in harmony 
with geographical features. In the “fingers ” these districts 
correspond to natural groups around the stations (10-20,000 
inhabitants). In the old town the districts are expected to 
vary widely in size and in number of inhabitants. These 
districts will have civic centres, schools and all types of 
‘dwellings, blocks of flats, row, detached and semi-detached 
houses. The Commission did not feel sufficiently confident 
of the functional value of the medium-sized “ neighbourhood 
unit ” to give it the importance it has assumed in many other 
town-plans. It is anticipated that the structure of the’resi- 
dential units will change; at present only about 25 percent. 
of dwelling units are detached or semi-detached houses. This 
proportion is expected to increase greatly and at the same 
time many flat-dwellers will acquire country cottages’ near

dwelling-places. 

The proposals outlined above and illustrated in these pages 
are regarded by the Committee as preliminary only, designed 
especially to serve as a basis for discussion with the various 
local authorities, government departments and other inter- 
ested bodies, as well as a basis for negotiation for the neces- 
sary administrative action. Further investigation into assump- 
tions underlying the planning proposals is being carried out. 

The first legislative steps to enable the plan to be accom- 
plished have already been taken. This year the Housing 
Ministry introduced an addition to the existing Town Plan- 
ning Act to make possible the collective planning of such 
areas as the Copenhagen region, and to provide powers to 
prevent building development in certain areas. Legislation 
is also proposed to prohibit building in areas where no traffic 
facilities are recommended under the plan. Various muni- 
cipalauthorities are expected to carry out parts of the scheme 
as thoroughly as their own planning schemes.

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OPEN JOINT WITH TIMBER 
LLOYD BOARDS: JOINTING, WORKING A FINISHING. 
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This Sheet illustrates typical jointing methods for 
Lloyd building boards and describes the finish and 
manner of working of the various types. 


Jointing Generally 


A satisfactory method of concealing joints at the 
junction of the wall and ceiling is to nail a narrow 
strip of building board through to the timber 
grounds. In addition to the examples illustrated 


_ joints may be made by overlapping alternate boards 


or arranging them to give a weatherboard effect. 


The drawings given on the face of this Sheet outline 
types of jointing commonly employed and are self- 
explanatory. 


Working 


All boards may be sawn and bent to a reasonable 
curve without steaming or other treatment. Medium 
Hardboard, Hardboard and Super Hardboard, 
having no grain, may be planed. 

Bituminous board is normally used for expansion 
joints in concrete and is supplied cut to size. 


Hardboards should be exposed for at least 48 hours 


‘on site with a free current of air passing between the 


boards. Alternatively they may be moistened on 
the matt surface and stacked for 24 hours. 


Natural Finish 


Insulation board and Building board : Neutral coloured, 


lightly textured surface. 


Medium Hardboard: One side smooth glazed. One 
side lightly textured. 


Hardboard and Super Hardboard: Faintly mottled. 
One side smooth glazed. One side lightly textured. 


Applied Finishes 


Bituminous boards are moisture-proof and will not 
rot. They may be painted, distempered or plastered 
if adequately primed with a petrifying liquid and an 
undercoat appropriate to the finish. Under normal 
conditions of use exposure to heat does not cause 
bleeding. 


15.C1 LLOYD BOARDS: JOINTING, WORKING 


AND FINISHING 


The following finishes apply to Insulation boards, 
Building boards, Medium, Hard and Super Hard- 
boards. 
Distemper : 
desirable. 


Oil and cellulose paint: A priming coat of size for 
internal work and a waterproof primer for external 
work should always be used. In addition, for 
external work edges of boards should be sealed with 
primer and paint before fixing. Two or more coats 
are then applied as for timber. 


Polish and varnish : Especially applicable to Medium, 
Hard and Super Hardboards. 


Stains and sponge stipple : Recommended for Insula- 
tion boards where it is essential to maintain sound 
absorbing qualities. 


Wallpapering: Joints should be reinforced (see 
drawing). One coat of size or other priming should 
be applied and, when alt the paper hung with 
paperhanger’s paste. 


A priming of size and petrifying liquid is 


Plastering 


Insulation boards form the most satisfactory base for 
plasterwork. The surface should be moistened with 
a damp brush before applying the plaster. Gypsum, 
not lime plasters should be used. 


Skim coat: Reinforce joints with 3 in. to 4 in. wide 
strips of galvanised and annealed wire mesh set in 
gypsum plaster in a recess formed by rubbing or 
scraping. Apply neat gypsum plaster with a float not 
less than * in. thick. 


Two-coat work: Reinforce joints as above. First 
coat—gypsum plaster and washed coarse sand | : 1. 
Second coat—neat gypsum plaster. Finished thick- 
ness 4 in.

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23.C1 STANDARD METAL DOOR FRAMES: INTERNAL 


This Sheet is the first of a series and describes internal 
standard metal door frames. External door frames 
are dealt with on Sheet 23.C2 and methods of applica- 
tion for both internal and external frames are described 
on Sheet 23.C3. The frames are supplied in three 
standard profiles, A, B and C, and to suit doors of 
either hand to open inwards or outwards as required. 


Construction 


Frames are manufactured from 16 gauge commercial 
quality mild steel sheet. Two mild steel tie bars are 
fixed between the lower ends of the jambs. Each 
frame is either welded or rigidly fixed together by 
mechanical means and is despatched to the site as 
one complete unit. 


Sizes 


The frames are suitable for doors 6 ft. 6 in. high by 
2 ft. O in., 2 ft. 3 in., 2 ft. 6 in., and 2 ft. 9 in. wide 
and up to 2 in. nominal thickness. Overall door 
dimensions are subject to a tolerance of + 4 in. 


Fittings 

The following fittings are supplied with each door 
frame : 

Hinges: Two are- supplied welded to the jamb in 
the positions shown on the face of this Sheet. They 
are of the five-knuckle type with a removable pin 
and rustproofed. 

Lock strike plates: These are adjustable and can be 
supplied to suit either rim or mortise locks. Mortar 
guards are provided behind to ensure space for 
the latch and lock bolt. Details of the alternative 
strike plates are given on the face of Sheet 23.C2. 
Shock absorbers : Two buffers of rubber or other 
suitable material are inserted in holes drilled in the 
rebate at centres not less than | ft. 6 in. above and 
below the centre line of the lock strike plate. 


Fixing lugs: There are three adjustable corrugated 
fixing lugs to each jamb. A detail of the lug itself 
is shown on the face of Sheet 23.C2. 


Finish 


The frames are despatched with two coats of priming 
paint or equivalent finish. It is important that the 
final coats of decorative paint applied shall be 
suitable for steel and shall take over the priming 
paint supplied. No paint should be used which 
contains lithopone, titanium oxide or carbon black. 
If frames for internal use are required to be rustproof, 
they shall be finished according to one of the specifi- 
cations for external frames given on Sheet 23.C2. 


Ordering 

When ordering internal metal door frames the follow- 
ing particulars should be supplied: 

(a) The code number of the door as given in the table 
below. 


(b) The handing of the door. This is determined 
by the side at which the door is hinged when standing 
on the pull side of the door frame. 

(c) Type of lock. 

(d) Type of door (whether all-flush, panelled, etc.) 

(e) Finished total thickness of door. 

(f) General construction of floor.

sion for the President to unburden his soul, 
architecturally speaking, to indulge in the 
contemplation of ultimate causes, Tonight, 
however, it is not my intention to para- 
phrase nor even mention “ Commodotie, 
Firmeness and Delight,” except to express 
the rather forlorn hope that my words 
themselves may have something of these 
qualities—without that ponderosity 
which Wotton adds is a “natural inclina- 
tion.” I feel that a better purpose will: be 
served if I touch on some of our more 
immediate problems, in what amounts to an 
overture to the series of papers to be given 
this session: any significance in my words 
will lie not so much in their content as in 
their catalytic function of drawing together 
here a cross-section of AA members, vary- 
ing in experience and maturity, to survey 
the architectural scene as it appears today. 
I make no apology for thus choosing to 
tread what may appear to be a rather 
prosaic path. In the realm of esthetics we 
have been particularly well served of late: 
symposium has_ followed symposium: 
world-famous architects and critics have 
discussed in New York What is happening 
to Modern Architecture, in London Paint- 
ing, Sculpture and the Architect, in the 
Architectural Review—for those who can 
take in what they read printed in 8-point 
No. 3 Old Face on blue paper—The Search 
for a New Monumentality. These contri- 
butions have been exceedingly valuable, and 
I have no wish to belittle them: rather it is 
a tribute to suggest that for the moment we 
have had our fill, that we are down to our 
Plimsoll line. , 

In this connection a great deal always 
seems to hinge upon the interpretation given 
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to words. “ Functionalism,” Inter- 
national Style,” “ Sharawaggi,” “ Bay Region 
Style,” “spatial enclosure,” “the New 
Empiricism,” even “ pre-fabrication,” all in 
turn have been flashed on to the screen, to 
be acclaimed, argued about, abused. The 
international dictionary for which Bernard 

Shaw has pleaded in the field of politics is 
needed no less in that of architecture. Had 
it been accepted twenty-five years ago that 
functionalism as a creed was based on satis- 
fying not only mechanical but also human 
functions, it would not have appeared the 
strait-jacket that a one-sided interpreta- 
tion obviously implied, and so aroused such 
a resistance movement in its day. We are 
interested in living rather than in machines, 
about which we have grown from adoles- 
cence to be less self-conscious, taking them 
more for granted and less as significant 
models. 

For architects there is always the element 
of danger that too much pre-natal discussion 
may give rise to inhibitions. If a designer 
be made self-consciously uncertain as to 
whether he is keeping up with or ahead of 
the latest trends, fearing all the time that he 
may be following what next month will be 
frowned on as a cul-de-sac, it will have a 
stultifying effect; it will apply a brake to 
the inspiration and concentrated imagina- 
tive excitement which precede and go with 
the creation of vital architectural design. A 
Bernini does not deliberate on zxsthetics in 
the moment of conceiving a Piazza di S. 
Pietro, however much he may later study the 
proportions and detail. 


ARCHITECTURAL EDUCATION 


Our main concern as an Association has 
always been the improvement of architec- 
ture by raising the standard of architectural 
education. Should we, and if so to what 
extent, revise our methods in laying founda- 
tions for the architectural careers now to be 
expected? Is our system appropriate to our 
times? Is it possible for any student to 
take a subject of the scale favoured by the 
Ecole des Beaux Arts, to work it out in a 
contemporary manner with full construc- 
tional and technical detail and keep his 
sanity? 

As our horizons widen we tend to chase 
after more and more factual detail, unaware 
that in the process we may be cutting our- 
selves off from deeper realities, from the 
ability to acquire real knowledge. We are 
told that the human brain is no bigger 
today than it was in the ancient Greeks, 
although we have increased in physical 
stature. It is not possible in these days to 
be know-alls, as Benvenuto Cellini claimed 
in his time to be: even Leonardo da Vinci 
would be hard put to it to keep pace with 
modern science. Let us therefore avoid try- 
ing to keep “au fait” with too much data, 
turning our brains into compactoms. Take 
for example the fact that there are some 
250 current periodicals dealing broadly with 
architectural matters. How can we attempt 
to digest them all? Rather let us rely to 
some extent upon the service undertaken by 
the RIBA Library, among so many others. 
of sifting and sorting, with architectural 
discrimination, all the information published, 
and pigeon-holing it for when it is required. 
This undertaking is one of immense 
responsibility, and of great importance to 
the profession, In the school course, our 
problem is to avoid letting energy and con- 
centration required for mastering the tech- 
nical requirements of building rob the mind 
of the genuine appreciation of ideas for 
which they are the medium. This brings 
us to the problem of examination. While 
it is easy to test factual memory, this may 
well beget what is no more than a shallow 
facility of expression in the manner of the 
moment; it is immepsely more. difficult to 
assess the capacity foy reflection and inde- 
pendent judgment of the educated mind, for 
intellectual insight into underlying signi- 
ficance. 
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PROFESSIONAL QUALIFICATION 
From architectural training as we see it, | 
pass to professional qualification. We have 
recently been sharply reminded in an In- 
terim Report prepared jointly by the Mars 
Group and the Architectural Students’ Asso- 
ciation, that there are about 12,500 students 
now training; of the 9,500 who are likely 
to qualify, allowing for the pre-war rate of 
wastage, just over one-third, not more, will 
come from “recognised” schools. With 
regard to figures, 1-would say that if the 
number of effective architects in this coun- 
try is to be doubled during the next five 
or six years, it is important that the intake 
should be related to the bulk of building 
work likely to be sanctioned by the 
Ministries concerned, rather than to any esti- 
mate of public needs. 

As to the jobs awaiting those completing 
their training, in private offices there is at 
the moment the problem of the lack of 
balance between the salaries expected by 
newly-trained assistants and the fees 
received by their employers, in connection 
with the jobs on which they have worked. 
It would seem that some measure of de- 
centralization would here be advantageous. 
Where the volume of work varies, it cannot 
be economic for these large offices to be 
staffed to the maximum, nor to be con- 
tinually taking on and dismissing employees. 
In many instances the hardcore of the work 
could well be handled by the permanent staffs 
and the peak loads transferred to selected 
private firms under certain control. Some 
success has in fact already been achieved 
along these lines. 


EDUCATING THE CLIENT 

I have said something about the education 
of the architect; now what of the client? 
He is unlikely today to have the basic dis- 
crimination and understanding of art that 
once went with the aristocratic patron, or the 
enlightenment of the client-guinea pig on 
whom so many experiments of the modern 
movement have been carried out. Already 
a welcome increase of interest by the public 
in the visual arts is showing itself, Exhibi- 
tions of industrial art, painting, and sculp- 
ture, such as that staged with such imagina- 
tion in Battersea Park, and civic improve- 
ments such as Trafalgar Square, have 
attracted much attention. The architectural 
contributions of the lay press, particularly 
those of The Times, and broadcasts of the 
BBC, although the latter might well give 
more attention to contemporary architecture, 
have played their part in creating this aware- 
ness. The best way of raising the standard 
of appreciation is to show the public as 
much good design as possible, It should not 
be insulted by the erection even temporarily 
of such things as the flagged pylons around 
Piccadilly at the time of the Olympic Games. 
Today there is a divergence of opinion as 
to whether we are in a power dive from 
which we have little hope of pulling out, 
however wildly we clutch at the controls, or 
whether we are making good progress along 
our road: sometimes being halted where 
bridges are down, forced to go bumping 
and skidding along tortuous deviations, but 
on the whole forging ahead, I lean to this 
latter view. Practice today is admittedly 
swaddled in restrictions; we have tightened 
our waists and cannot yet lengthen our 
skirts. But all our changes are not due to 
the war; let me quote from one of our 
Presidential prophets: “ Lift up your hearts. 
The future will be one of bureaucracy, 
officialdom, forms, papers, warrants, rules, 
regulations, bye-laws and __ inventories. 
Farewell to all freedom and prepare to wel- 
come rigorous discipline. Art will be guided 
from Whitehall... .” That was said in 
this room by Mr. Lovett Gill in 1933, 
fifteen years ago. The symptoms were 
already there. The day must come, how- 
ever, when the architect will once again 
work out his solutions to fit broad terms of 
reference with regard to requirements and 
cost, unhampered by the restrictive, if 
unavoidable technical regulations of today.

REPORT ON GRAVEL WORKINGS 


Report of the Advisory Committee on Sand 
and Gravel. Ministry of Town and Country 
Planning. (HMSO, 1948. 3s. 6d.) 


Important, comprehensive report in two 
parts dealing with problem of sand and 
gravel extraction in general and with studies 
related to Greater London Area in par- 
ticular. Illustrated by maps. 


The first part of this document, entitled 
General Survey,. deals with nature, im- 
portance, industrial and economic aspects of 
sand and gravel workings, with common ob- 
jections to such workings, and with methods 
by which worked-out land may be recon- 
ditioned. Objections to gravel working are 
mainly concerned with damage to amenity 
and damage to agriculture. The damage to 
amenity is partly temporary while the work- 
ing is in progress, and partly permanent. as 
demonstrated by the disfigurement and 
dereliction of the landscape during and after 
working. The more serious aspect of the 
problem, however, is the damage to agricul- 
ture, especially when it is realised that the 
best areas for gravel working and market 
gardening coincide to a large extent. As 
the conflict of interests is not an easy one 
to resolve, the report suggests that land con- 
taining gravel soils affording especially 
favourable opportunities for the vital market 
garden industry should be reserved in- 
definitely. Where. however, such reserved 
land is threatened by disturbance of another 
kind, such as for instance impending build- 
ing operations, the reservation for agricul- 
ture should be terminated early enough for 
arrangements to be made to work the gravel 
and recondition the site before it is needed 
for its subsequent non-agricultural use. To 
minimize damage to agriculture in those 
parts of a gravel field where working is to 
be allowed, appropriate measures should be 
adopted to restore the worked-out site to a 
condition fit for cultivation. Such measures 
of “ after-treatment ” are described in detail. 
They should be related to the intended use 


of the worked-out site, should be decided in 
advance, and be made .the subject of con- 
ditions attached to the planning consent 
which each operator will have to obtain 
under the 1947 Act before opening a new 
gravel working. 

The second part of the report makes 
detailed recommendations for the solution 
of these general questions in relation to the 
Greater London area. It investigates the 
problem as such, describes the geological 
framework and the gravel reserves in the 
various areas, examines market trends, . 
future control and land requirements, and 
makes specific recommendations regarding 
those areas which should be reserved in- 
definitely for agricultural purposes, those 
which are to be allocated for gravel winning, 
and finally those which, although already 
earmarked for other planning projects, are 
workable and might first be subjected to 
gravel extraction. 

It should be noted that the report, in re- 
ferring to the green belt around London as 
suggested in Sir Patrick Abercrombie’s 
Greater London Plan, states that while the 
obvious desirability of preserving such a 
green belt is appreciated, it is nevertheless 
felt that the original proposals were made 
at a time when questions of land use for 
mineral purposes had not been fully investi- 
gated. In view of the now more precisely 
known facts about available supplies of 
gravel in the vicinity of the Greater London 
markets, and considering the urgent national 
need for it, the Advisory Committee have 
decided not to reject any land for gravel 
working solely on the ground that it was 
included in any green belt proposals.

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General notes on cold weather precautions 
for Concrete and Brickwork. 4 pp. 


This article outlines the precautions needed 
for continuing work in cold weather con- 
ditions. It is mainly devoted to describing 
procedure for concrete. The effect of cold 
weather—as Opposed to actual frost—is em- 
phasised. Precautions described include 
careful covering with insulating materials 
and also more drastic measures such as 
heating the mixing water and the aggregate 
and also the use of anti-freeze solutions in 
the mix.

Ready-made Mortar and Plaster and Their 
Advantages. Alfred B. Searle. (The New 
House. Sept., 1948. pp. 22-23.) 


A plea for the use of ready-made mortar 


compound of lime putty, and of ready-made 
lime plasters. 


The author argues that the advantages of 
using “lime putty” for both mortars and 
plasters may be obtained without the delays 
and inconvenience of running the lime to a 
putty as was done formerly. 

Although there are, undoubtedly, occasions 
when lime mortar and lime plaster may be 
desirable, it is questionable whether the 
author’s view that “lime putty” is neces- 
sarily preferable to hydrated lime when 
properly used, is valid. Nevertheless, the 
advantages claimed for ready-made mortars 
and plaster are convincing, i.e.:— 

1. Improved quality due to manufacture 
under more skilfully controlled conditions. 
2. Avoidance of irregularities which are 
unavoidable in hand-mixed products. 

3. Greater convenience as the mortar or 
plaster is delivered as required. 

4. Prevention of waste such as inevitably 
occurs when the material is prepared on the 
site. 

5. Greater covering power, due to the 
ppaerter method of preparation at the fac- 
ory. 


6. Complete avoidance of unsoundness 
when the mortar is made of properly 
matured lime putty. 

7. All the advantages accruing from large- 
scale production with modern methods of 
control, resulting in a proper!y prepared fac- 
tory product as compared with that made by 
crude and insufficiently controlled methods 
on the site. 

No mention is made of the advantages as 
regards decoration in using a gypsum plaster 
instead of a lime plaster, and ihe question 
of frost resistance and strength in mortars 
is barely touched upon.

Comprehensive study of requirements, de- 
sign and methods of ccnstruction in a 
variety of materials.

This is a lengthy code of 47 pages plus 
numerous diagrams. It deals with the re- 
quirements for all types of solid-fuel domes- 
tic appliances and with most types cf 
material now in use for flues. It is too 
lengthy to summarise but it can be said that 
while in general it adheres to good tradi- 
tional practice for traditional materials, at 
the same time it clears up many points on 
which there has been a good deal of con- 
fused thinking. It also deals fully with flues 
constructed in a less traditional manner and 
with the special requirements for the newer 
types of slow combustion appliance. 

It is a most valuable exposition of the 
subject for students and in addition gives 
a number of recommendations which those 
with more experience may well find helpful 
in improving their werk and in reducing 
the by no means uncommon occurrence of a 
flue which in one way or another proves un- 
satisfactory.

2967 ACCESS TO PROPERTY 


Q We are carrying out repairs to a 
property, the side wall of which 
abuts the garden of an adjoining house. 
The level of the garden is 4 ft. above the 
existing floor level, and if there is a vertical 
damp-course it is defective and wants re- 
newing. A sanitary notice concerning the 
resulting dampness has been issued by the 
local authority. Unfortunately there has 
been friction in the past between the two 
owners over another matter, which it 
seems impossible to resolve. Owing to this, 
the owner of the garden refuses to allow 
temporary access for the repairs to be 
carried out even though a generous con- 
sideration has been offered. Can you advise 
us of any means by which access could be 
obtained? 
A Under section 92 of the Public Health 
Act, 1936, the dampness appears to 
be a “ statutory nuisance.” Under section 95 
where a nuisance order has not been com- 
plied with, the local authority. can abate 
the nuisance, and under section 96 recover 
the reasonable cost from the person liable 
for the cost. 

It is suggested that the difficulty of com- 
plying with the sanitary notice be explained 
to the local authority and that they be 
asked to carry out the required work, the 
person liable for the cost giving an under- 
taking to pay the local authority’s reason- 
able costs,

THE INDUSTRY 


STANDARDS FOR PLASTICS 


The British Plastics Federation has just 
announced a new certification mark scheme 
to be applied to certain moulding powders 
and the finished products made from them. 
The certification mark is a circle with the 
letters BS in the centre, BPF on the left 
and code letters and numbers on the right 
which refer to the manufacturer and. the 
specification concerned, the mark being 
intended to show purchasers that both the 
material and the product conform to a 
specification laid down by an authority 
other than the producer. 

The scheme has been developed by the 
BPF in conjunction with the British Stan- 
dards Institution, but at present the mark is 
applicable only to moulding powders made 
from phenol- and urea-formaldehyde resins 
and certain mouldings made from them. 
BSS have been published for plastic drain- 
ing boards, lavatory seats and picnic-type 
tableware, and licences have already been 
granted to a number of firms for the mould- 
ing of these articles from certified materials 
and in accordance with the relevant speci- 
fications. These goods will bear the certifi- 
cation mark. Any firm wishing to make 
these goods must apply for a licence and 
agree to undertake certain routine tests to 
satisfy BSI. 

The whole scheme amounts to a very 
adequate guarantee of quality and it is to 
be hoped that it will in due course be 
extended beyond the rather limited range 
of goods to which it is now applicable. For 
the present it should be remembered that 
goods such as sockets and plugs bearing the 
BSI mark will be to dimensional standards 
and that while any parts made of plastic 
will be to an adequate electrical standard, 
they will not necessarily conform: to the 
new plastic specification. It is reasonable 
to suppose that ultimately the BSI mark 
on plastic goods of any kind will indicate 
that the material is to the specification of 
the British Plastics Federation. 


FLUORESCENT LAMP LENGTHS 


From January 1, two additions are to be 
made to the standard range of fluorescent 
lamps, intended for shops and offices where 
greater length may be an advantage, The 
length of both types will be 8 ft. and they 
will be 1 in. or 14 in. diameter, rated at 
70 watts and 135 watts and in “ natural” 
colour. They will be produced by all 
ELMA members, but no details are yet 
available about price. (The Electric Lamp 
Manufacturers’ Association, 2, Savoy Hill, 
London, W.C.2.) 


SHOP LIGHTING 


The illustration on this page shows an 
interesting lighting installation in the Bond 
Street shoe shop of Russell & Bromley, 
designed by Mr. Lionel Brett in association 
with Arcon. 


The main lighting features of the shop are 


three chandeliers, chosen by the architects 
as part of the decoration scheme. These 
alone could not provide enough illumina- 
tion consequently additional lighting was 


required, but it was essential that this 
should be unobtrusive so as not to clash 
with the design of the showrooms. This 
has been achieved by installing 80 and 40 
watt fluorescent lamps in reflectors mounted 
either in special cornices or along the top 
of stock fixtures. Adequate = general 
illumination is thus provided, which also 
serves to brighten the ceiling and counteract 
the glare of the naked candle lamps in the 
chandeliers. Supplementary direct lighting 
from recessed ceiling spots (not shown in 
the photograph) has been included to intro- 
duce some highlights to relieve the compara- 
tively flat effect produced by indirect light- 
ing. These spots employ a 36-watt 12-volt 
car headlight lamp behind a 3 in. lens. In 
other parts of the store there are some 
louvred ceiling fittings containing 80-watt 
fluorescent lamps. 

The display table in the centre of the 
photograph has sides made of plane mirrors 
inclined so that customers can readily see 
the shoes they are having fitted. Fluorescent 
lamps, screened from direct view and having 
a complete cut-off at 18 in. from the floor, 
are fitted beneath the mirrors to floodlight 
the shoes. (B.7.H. Lighting Department, 
The Bridle Path, Watford, Herts.) 


LAGGING HOT WATER CYLINDERS 


In an unlagged hot water system in the 
average smali house, something like four 
fifths of the heat generated by the boiler 
may be lost through uninsulated surfaces. 
A good deal of the heat admittedly helps 
to warm the house, and is therefore not 
completely lost, but almost any form of 
lagging will pay for itself in a comparatively 
short time. 

A sectional form of lagging known as Eeto 
is suitable for cylinders and rectangular 
tanks of all sizes, and is very easy to fix. 
In the ordinary cylinder with the hot water 
outlet at the top the segments are hooked 
to a ring passed round the outlet pipe, and 
after all the segments have been hooked on, 
the assembled jacket is held in close contact 
with the cylinder by stainless steel straps. 
As the material is pliable, and made in 
separate sections, existing pipe connections 
lead to little difficulty. 

For pipe insulation the lagging consists of 
hair felt half an inch thick fixed with water- 
proof cement to a covering fabric. This in- 
sulation is supplied in two forms, 3 ft. 
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Plans, elevations and sections of crank-handle 
operated shutters (spur and bevel geared) ; 
and coil diameters and working clearances. 
(E. Pollard and Co. Ltd.) 


lengths for use with pipes fixed near to walls, 
and in 4 in. wide strips for winding spirally 
round easily accessible pipes. (P. Higson & 
Co., River Street, Bolton, Lancs.) 


ROLLING GRILLES 


Pollard & Co. have just issued a booklet 
dealing with Haskins Portcullis grilles which 
are available in a number of different 
patterns, chevron, brickbond, vee and dia- 
mond. These grilles are designed to protect 
any opening and at the same time provide 
ventilation and full visibility, so that they 
are suitable for factories or garages, or for 
shop windows. Made normally from mild 
steel tube, they can also be supplied in 
bronze, aluminium and other non-ferrous 
metals. Operation can be by chain, winding 
handle, or by push button electric control. 

For access after the grille is down, wicket 
gates can be provided in two types. In the 
simplest type the gate is entirely removable, 
The stiles are placed in position on each side 
of the opening in the grille curtain and held 
in position by a bar at the top. The gate is 
then hooked on to butts attached to one of 
the stiles which enables it to swing into the 
opening provided. The gate panel is con- 
structed of Portcullis rails and links which 
line up with the curtain rails. This type of

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gate can be used with the opening anywhere 
in the grille, and the second gate is hung 
in a separate swinging frame which is hinged 
on the guide at the side of the grille. When 
the curtain is pulled down, the swinging 
frame, complete with gate, is pushed into the 
opening and bolted into position. The side- 
hung pattern is strongly recommended as it 
dispenses with the necessity of removing and 
replacing a portable gate and the various 
component every time the grille is raised 
and lowered. 

The booklet clearly sets out the essential 
dimensions for the various sizes of grille 
and different types of winding mechanism.
